The trip was to be 
made from Washington in a heli­ 
copter. 
Mexico has attached consider­ 
able importance to the visit to the 
States of their chief executive. A 
large corps of reporters and pho­ 
tographers are reported covering 
the visit. In addition two bus 
loads of Mexicans were scheduled 
to register at the Hotel Gettys­ 
burg before noon. 
President Eisenhower and his 
guest will attend the annunal din­ 
ner of the White House Corres­ 
pondents Association at the Park- 
Sheraton Hotel, Washington, Mon­ 
day evening.

S p r i n g t i m e is traditionally 
thought of as the time of year 
when most farm animals are born.

A check of 
DHIA records 
by Penn State 
Dairy Exten­ 
sion 
special- 
i s t s reveals 


that

lo F R A N K S. Z E T T L E 
three times as 
many calves are dropped during 
the fall period as compared to 
spring months. 
With this heavy calving season 
upon us. the fall breeding season 
is here, too. One of the goals of 
every up-to-date dairyman is a 
calf a year from every cow. Sev­ 
eral points justify the need for 
this .goal. Research workers have 
long maintained that the most 
profitable interval between calves 
is 12 to 13 months. Intervals of 
longer or shorter duration tend 
to reduce the cow s lifetim e pro­ 
duction. If one wants to maintain 
a fall freshening herd, the major 
portion of the herd must calve 
every 12 months on the average. 
Occasionally, 
some 
dairymen 
become too hasty 
in trying to 
solve this problem. DHIA records 
reveal that as many as 20 per 
cent of all cows are bred back 
in less than 60 days after calving. 
This practice results in poor con­ 
ception rates since it takes ap­ 
proximately 60 days for a cow s 
reproductive organs to return to 
normal following calving. 
It is easily possible to allow the 
cow her 60 days rest and still 
have her calve again in a year. 
The gestation (pregnancy) period 
for a cow is nine months. This 
leaves three months or 90 days 
in which to breed the cow. Breed­ 
ing her at the first heat period 
following the 60-day wait 
after 
calving will allow an average of 
two heat periods in which to get 
the cow safely in calf. Since 90 
per cent of all cows require only 
two services or less, only the re­ 
maining IO per cent will not con­ 
ceive soon enough to calve in the 
desired 12-month interval. How­ 
ever enough 
cows 
should 
con­ 
ceive on the first .service to give 
the dairyman an average of a 
calf a year from every cow. 
Know Feeding Value Of Silages 
How does grass silage compare 


to corn silage in feeding value? 
This 
is 
a 
question 
commonly 
asked by dairy and livestock farm ­ 
ers throughout Adams County. 
Because of wide variations with­ 
in species except in a general 
way it is difficult to make direct 
comparisons of silages made from 
different species. This fact was 
apparent from feet! analyses’ re­ 
sults of the Penn State forage 
testing service last year. 
For exam ple a summary of the 
forage testing results showed: 
1. Corn silage ranged from 2.3 
to 11.2 per cent digestible protein. 
21.4 to 35.6 per cent crude filter 
and 53.4 to 68.8 per cent TDN 
(total digestible nutrients). 
2. Legume or grass-legume sil­ 
age ranged from 4.3 to 19 per 
cent digestible protein. 26.8 to 46 
per cent crude fiber and 43.4 to 
66.7 per cent TDN. 
3. 
Sorghum 
or sorghum 
and 
soybean silage ranged from I 44 
to 12.6 per cent digestible pro­ 
tein, 32.4 to 41.3 per cent crude 
fiber and 47.2 to 58.2 per cent 
TDN. 
In general corn silage was lower 
in protein, 
lower in filler and 
higher 
in 
feeding 
value 
than 
either grass or sorghum silage. 
On the other hand the best grass 
and the best corn silage samples 
were .similar in total digestible 
nutrients.

value of knowing the feeding value 
of your own silage as a basis for 
developing a sound feeding pro­ 
gram.
